DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the submission filed on 10/19/2009. Claims 1-46 are presented for 
examination. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-46 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While Thekkath, 
Fischer and Best disclose a method of simulating the operation of a data processing apparatus to 
determine timing information of data transfers, these references, taken either alone or in 
combination with the prior art of record does not disclose: 

(Claims 1,12) "in the event that the anticipated timing information indicates that two or more 
concurrent data transfers would occur on the bus, generating machine-readable revised timing 
information for those data transfers for use in correcting said anticipated timing information as 
part of simulation output results, the revised timing information being generated using bus status 
information until those data transfers have been completed", 

(Claims 29 and 46) "in a selected mode, when it is anticipated that two or more concurrent data 
transfers will occur on the bus, to generate computer-readable revised timing information for 
those data transfers for use in correcting said anticipated timing information as part of simulation 
output results, the revised timing information being generated by modelling the status of the bus 
during at least the period when it is anticipated that the two or more concurrent data transfers 
will occur". 
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in combination with the remaining elements and features of the claimed invention. It is for these 
reasons that the applicant's invention defines over the prior art of record.
